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Tfie Futility of Study Committees 


la last November's elections control of 


the governor's office and both houses of the 
state legislature came into the hands of one 
political party for the first time in recent 
history. The Knowles regime received a 
rather clear-cut mandate from the elector- 
ate and the supposition had to be that those 
electors had tired of the bickering in 
Madison which had frustrated legislative 
action in recent years. 


But if the early actions of the 1967 


legislature are indicative, not much more 
progress can be expected. Republican 
leadership including Governor Knowles and 
fome of the top officials of the legislature, 
particularly in the Senate, has been 
reticent, divided and therefore ineffective, 
and the results are what one would expect 
under those circumstances. 


Recommendations of two study groups 


arrived at after lengthy investigation and 
deliberation and on a nonpartisan or bi- 
partisan basis have been shot full of holes 
and practically scuttled in the past week. 
We refer to the bill to implement the 
Kellert Committee plan for state govern- 
ment reorganization, and another bill to 
rewrite the state's obsolete presidential 
primary law, converting it into an open 
primary. 


And in each case it was Republicans in 


the Senate who were among the leaders of 
the opposition. The governor's party has a 
21-12 majority in the upper chamber, but 
defections within its ranks in each case 
were sufficient to give the Democrat fee 
opportunity to sit back and control the 
situation. 


The minority party's role in these 


proceedings is not exactly praiseworthy 
either. Both study groups were set up with 
bipartisan mandate in the last legislature, 
but when the reports came in the Demo- 
crats apparently decided that embarrassing 
Governor Knowles and the majority party 
was more important than the matters 
under consideration. And the Republican 
defections gave them the opportunity to do 
just that. 


Now the legislature is about to set up 


another study committee. This one will be 
concerned with the financial crises facing 
the larger cities of the state. The Governor 
has been able to get solid support from his 
party in both chambers to duck this issue 
by referring it to a study committee. And 
after what has happened to the Kellett bill 
and the open primary plan it is even more 
obvious that referring the cities' plight to a 
committee only means ignoring the prob- 
lem completely. 


Deferments tor Students 


The United States Congress must soon 


debate about whether adequate work at 
college merits a deferment from military 
service for American young men. President 
Johnson decided this decision was up to 
Congress. 


But who decides on the deferments of 


South Vietnamese students? 


Vietnamese college and secondary stu- 


dents have been conducting some protest 
marches recently but their targets are not 
exactly the war that rages outside of 
Saigon. They have been howling about 
American opposition to the war and their 
particular protests have been about 
Senators William Fulbright and Robert 
Kennedy. According to the Vietnamese 
students, the Americans simply must not 


consider negotiations and they call any 
American with such an idea a Communist- 


All of which brings up the question of 


exactly.what is the 
makeup of the 


inefficient and bumbling South Vietnamese 
army. The desertion rate is high although 
reportedly not as high lately as that of the 
Viet Cong. But are the young South 
Vietnamese who can afford a college 
education eligible for the draft? Do they 
get deferments according to their political 
affiliations or even for" how effective they 
are at protest marches? 


Ifs too bad the United States Congress 


cannot also set the policies for military 
service of the countries we save from 
destruction. But that of course would be 
interference in the internal affairs of a 
sovereign nation. 


Financing Higher Education 


Some of the more serious students of 


over-all state financial policy in the legisla- 
ture are beginning to have some second 
thoughts on the method chosen by the last 
legislature to finance an entire new layer of 
higher education in Wisconsin in the form 
of vocational-technical education. 


Under the law as now operative, the 


state-wide program to provide high school 
graduates with an alternative opportunity 
for further education in the form of highly 
technical 
and specialized 
occupational 


training will be financed almost entirely 
•with proceeds from local taxes on real 
property. The new area vocational school 
districts are authorized to levy up to two 
7"iTis on the assessed valuation of the 
property in the district to finance construc- 
tion of physical facilities and operation of 
the schools. State aids will be available only 
to defray some instructional costs. 


This has been the traditional way of 


financing vocational education in the past, 
which was the main reason such schools 
were limited to the larger and more 
prosperous cities of the state where there 
was sufficient tax base to carry them. The 
new law forces all high school districts in 
the state to become part of area vocational 
school districts, and in the districts with 
less tax base the additional levy for 
vocational education may well prove a real 
burden on property taxpayers. 


There is another argument against this 


method of financing the new program. 
State officials are hopeful that by consider- 
ably broadening opportunities for post-high 
school technical education the enrollment 
pressure on public universities in the state 


Remove Those Car Keys! 


With the aid of municipal and state law 


enforcement organizations and business 
associations in the automobile field, the 
Department of Justice this month is 
launching s. campaign to attempt to roll 
back the statistics on auto theft in the 
nation. 


A background memorandum prepared 


by the department for the campaign 
supplies some information which puts the 
problem of auto theft in the nation in 
focus. The problem no longer can be 
regarded as a routine problem which local 
police departments have no choice but to 
live with. 


It will come as a surprise to those not in 


the law enforcement field, but the fact is 
that auto theft represents the third most 
frequent committed felony in the nation. 
Only the totals for burglary and grand 
larceny are greater. 


More than half a rnillio'n cars were 


reported stolen in the country in 1966. a 10 
per cent increase from the 1965 total and 
more than double the stolen car total for 
1955. Financial losses represented by car 
theft total S140 million each year, a total 
which does not include police costs, court 
costs, and costs of housing those who are 
convicted in prisons or correctional institu- 
tions. 


But aside from these shocking statistics, 


the Department of Justice has underlined 
three other factors which make car theft a 
national problem which must be attacked. 


Auto theft is a young man's crime; 64 


per cent of those arrested on this charge 
are under the age of 18. It is often a first 
offense which leads to the start of a court 
record, difficulty in obtaining employment, 
and more serious crime. 


In addition to being a source for crime, 


auto theft must be recognized as a major 
danger to highway safety. A youth's 
unfamiliarity with the car he has stolen, his 
lack of concern over financial damage to it. 
his state of apprehension, and frequent 
attempts to elude police at high speeds all 
cause accidents. 


And the Department of Justice also 


rotes that auto theft frequently precedes 
commission of other serious crimes. The 
FBI has estimated that five per cent of 
stolen cars are used in commission of other 
crimes. 


What can be done about it or must auto 


theft merely be accepted as a social blot 
which is part of the automobile age? 


The Department of Justice points out 


that "the striking fact is that by its nature, 
auto theft is a crime susceptible to 
immediate and substantial redaction. Ex- 
cept for the remote possibility of towing or 
trucking the car away, automobiles can be 
stolen only by starting the motor and 
driving the vehicle away. To the extent that 
this can be made difficult or impossible to 
accomplish, the incidence of auto theft can 
be reduced."

costs at the expense of certain local 
property taxpayers, namely the practice of 
forcing local communities to construct and 
maintain the physical facilities for exten- 
sion centers of the University of Wisconsin 
and now the state university system, as the 
new center at Fond du Lac. Local commu- 
nities are put in the position of bidding for 
higher education facilities by putting up 
the money for the physical plant. The same 
practice was followed in choosing the sites 
for the two new universities in northeast- 
ern and southeastern Wisconsin where the 
counties bid for the institutions by donat- 
ing the land and the utilities. This means in 
effect that localities with less tax base will 
never have an opportunity for such 
facilities. 


Now that it has become state policy that 


every high school graduate is entitled to a 
higher educational opportunity at mini- 
mum, cost, it is logical for the state to 
assume total responsibility for the tax costs 
of such opportunities. If we really believe 
in property tax stabilization, the methods 
we have arrived at to finance extension of 
higher education in new directions and to 
additional localities are contrary to that 
principle.

That is why such notably 


tmshy New York Republicans 
as Gov. Nelson Rockefeller, 
Sen.

That 
is the long-term evolution of 
the Republican Party from a 
part}- of privilege to a party, 
still largely undefined, but far 
more in touch with ordinary 
Americans. 
THE ESTABLISHMENT 


The starting point for this 


evolution -is the Republican 
Party as it merged from the 
depression and World War n. 
At that point, the dominant 
group inside the party was the 
collection of big city bankers, 
lawyers, company presidents 
and p u b l i s h e r s generally 
known as the Establishment. 


The characteristic feature of 


that group was its internation- 
alist outlook. Indeed, the Es- 
tablishment had taken over 
the party in the debacle that 
engulfed isolationism a f t e r 
World War E. And the Estab- 
lishment Republicans combin- 
ed that event with distinguish- 
ed international service during 
the war to fix on their party a 
grip that lasted for many 
years thereafter. 


T h u s the Establishment 


voice was the cominart Re- 
publican voice in the Senate 
until the death of Sen. Arthur 
Vandenberg in 1951.-And, of 
course, t h e Establishment 
nominated Thomas Dewey and 
Dwight Eisenhower. 


But apart from their inter- 


nationalism, or rather ann'- 
isolationism. t h e Establish- 
ment Republicans were really 
cot with fee rest of the 
country. They were much too 
top-drawer to be deeply touch- 
ed by the frustrating problems 
of urban living, race relations 


and crime that affected most 
Americans. 


Accordingly there developed 


inside the Eepublican Party a 
strong current of resistance to 
the Establishment leadership. 
The rise of Sen. Joseph Mc- 
Carthy around 1950 was per- 
haps the earliest prominent 
expression of that feeling. 


The nomination of Richard 


Nixon in 1960 and of Barry 
Goldwater in 1964 were in the 
same vein. And so is the 
success of the most prominent 
new Republican leaders, in- 
cluding G o v e r n o r s George 
Ronmey of Michigan and Ron- 
ald Reagan of California and 
.Senators Charles Percy of 
Illinois. Edward Brooke of 
Massachusetts, and Mark Hat- 
field of Oregon. 


What all these men have in 


common is that they are 
m a rkedly un-Establishment 
They did not go to the big 
eastern boarding schools or 
colleges. Most of them came 
up the hard way. All of them 
are members of what, within 
the Republican Party) are 
small religious «• ethnic mi- 
norities. 
NEW MODEL VAGUE 


But if the evolution away 


from the Establishment model 
is clear, the new model is very 
much in doubt. The Republi- 
can Party could crystalize 
along Goldwater lines in a 
stance of frozen hospitality to 
the social problems thrown up 


by modem life. On the other 
h a n d , Republican evolution 
could continue past the Gold- 
water mark to yield a truly 
modern party sympathetically 
concerned with the very diffi- 
cult problems of the last third 
of this century. 


The struggle between these 


two different kinds of Republi- 
canism, between the progres- 
sive model and the conserva- 
tive one. lies at the heart of 
Republican politics today. It 
c o l o r s virtually even-thing 
that happens in the Congress 
and the state houses. And it is 
against this background, that 
the Meredith nomination is 
interesting. 


For whatever Meredith's 


own qualifications, and what- 
ever the motives of those who 
backed j"rn- Ms choice is a 
clear gain for those who want 
the Republican Party to keep 
moving. It demonstrates to the 
country at large that the 
Republican Party is prepared 
to nominate well-known Ne- 
groes, not merely the name- 
less hacks who ran against 
Adam Powell in the past. 


And that means that the 


Republican Party can be a 
true alternative to the Demo- 
crats, not in abstract philoso- 
phy, but hi corning to grips 
with a c t u a l problems. It 
means that the Republicans 
can offer a real choice not an 
echo from a land that never 
was.

On Wautoma Murders

The Post Corporation News Network went Into action 


for the first time on a. hard news story in the multiple 
slayings at Wautoma last Sunday, although parts of the 


network have been used almost daily since 
it was set up about a year ago. 


The first tip on the murders came on a 


newswire at WLUK-TV Sunday afternoon. 
Bob Olson, newsman-announcer, immedi- 
ately called John Sawall, Post-Crescent staff 
man at Waupaca, who rushed to Wautoma, 
25 miles south of Waupaca, armed with a 
movie camera for TV pictures and a still 


Torinos 
camera for Post-Crescent pictures. 


Les Biselx, Post-Crescent news editor and director of 


the network, received a tip later in the afternoon from 
the Associated Press, called Roy Valitchka, WLUK-TV 
news director, to alert him and found that Olson had taken 
care of that. 


Sawall was the key man on the story and fed his In- 


formation to WLUK, the AP and Biselx as the story de- 
veloped into the evening. 


Biselx and Valitchka kept in touch frequently by 


phone as the story unfolded. Valifcchka sent a photog- 
rapher, Wayne LeLoo. from Green Bay to meet Sawall in 
Waupaca to pick up TV film. 


The AP was screaming for pictures, although Wau- 


toma is on the fringe of Post-Crescent territory, so Bisels 
decided to have LeLoo take the Post-Crescent negatives 
to Green Bay. He called Dave Yuenger, editor of the 
Press-Gazette, who arranged to have his photographer 
pick up the film at WLUK and take it to the Press-Gazette 
for processing. They moved on the AP wirephoto net- 
work early Sunday evening. 


However, it was a nip and tuck situation. When 


Biselx called Sawall's home in Waupaca, he found that 
John had just returned to Waupaca and was at his office. 
Biselx immediately called there and caught LeLoo just 
going out the door with the WLUK movie film. LeLoo 
returned to the phone and Biselx gave him instructions 
for the handling of the still films, told torn that the 
Press-Gazette would call for them and gave LeLoo dark- 
room phone numbers in case anything went amiss. 


Biselx then discussed the handling of the story with 


Sawall, how much of the information Sawall had gathered 
could be used at that time and instructed him to call the 
Press-Gazette to give caption information for the AP 
wirephotos. Sawall gave the story to both WLUK and to 
the AP and later wrote the Post-Crescent story. 


Valitchka, in the meantime, stayed near his phone, 


keeping in touch with WLUK and Biselx and setting up 
the video taping of his film for other Post Corporation 
TV stations, WEAU, Eau Claire. WLUC. Marquette, Ifich., 
and KTVO. Ottumwa. Iowa. The Post Corporation radio 
stations. KBIZ, Ottumwa, and WAXX, Chippewa Falls, 
were served by their sister TV stations. Biselx fed in- 
formation to a third Post radio station. WXCO. Wausau. 


Roy reported that everything went smoothly on his 


end, including the Press-Gazette pickup and later calls 
from Sawall to make sure WLUK had everything it 
needed. Jerry Horn, WLUK's chief photographer, was 
called in to process the TV film and LeLoo edited it. 
Bob Brice. newsman-announcer, came in to put the story 
on the air in a special news report at 10:10 p.m. Sunday, 
just after the Sunday night movie. 


Monday morning at the Post-Crescent was a bit hectic 


as more information rolled in including the late morning 
court appearance of the suspect. Dick Lyneis, Post-Cres- 
cent newsman, was assigned to pull the story together for 
the Page 1 treatment in Monday's newspaper. 


Lyneis again handled the rewrite Tuesday morning, 


coordinating information from Sawall, the AP and other 
sources. 


Followup stories and pictures continued during the 


week, including the mass burial of three of the victims

ports and newspaper accounts 
since his arrival in Washing- 
ton.

He is the youngest of the 
Eresbman CTOD of lawmakers 
sent to Congress last fall, and 
Is very young in traditional 
Congressional terms. 


He also has the good looks

The help goes far beyond, 


that however. 


There are no assigned seats

Has More Help 


The only major difference in 


the degree to which it has 
been offered has been caused 
by the logistics of Congress 
When he was a freshman in 
the Assemblv. most lawmak- 
ers had no office space in the 
state capitol and worked from 
their legislative desks Thev 
we^e together during the >vork 
day. therefore 
and in the 


evening generally staved in 


one of two main hotels in 
downtown Madison. 


In Washington it is different 


Not only is office space avail- 
able to all. but the members 
fan out to their homes at night 
and therefore, spend less ac- 
tual time together. 


The total amount of time 


given to such assistance i? 
lessened bv other demands as 
well, Steiger said. 


The tasks of Congress are 


far greater than those of the 
Assembly. There is about ten 
times as much federal legisla- 
tion introduced in a Congres- 
sional session as in a legisla- 
tive session, and the constitu- 
ent and committee demands 
are far greater, as are the 
social requirements. 


The pressure of time limits 


his own work abilities as it 
does me ability for others to 
aid him, he says. 


"The pressure of time is the 


greatest enemy a member of 
Congress has, according to the 
testimony of those who have 
been there longer than I," 
Steiger relates. 


"You have to budget vour 


time." 


It goes so far that be and 


his young wife Janet have both 
enrolled in a speed reading 
course to. among other things, 
make it possible for them to 
scan newspapers even faster 
than they now read.

save minutes or hours, he 
says, considering the amount 
of reading he does during the 
course of a day dealing with 
correspondence and legislation 
and all of the other assorted 
duties of a lawmaker. 


"The volume of things that 


you really ought to look at.

unbelievable," he recounts. 
"If-I can cut down the 


amount of time that it takes 
me just to read the daily 
newspapers, I can earn one 
half hour," he says proudly. 


That 30 minutes could he 


spent on other tasks, he points 
out. 


Processes Important 


One of the greatest lessons 


learned in service in the 
W i s c o n s i n Legislature, he 
says, was that of a knowledge 
of the political and legislative 
process. 


As he puts it. it helps to 


know what is possible and 
what is impossible. 


Many freshmen coming to 


Congress have never served in 
such a political office before 
and therefore easily become 
frustrated 
in 
the 
system, 


which he describes as moving 
far slower than that of even 
the state Legislature. 


Such a knowledge is sure to 


help him in terms of advance- 
ment as well, for it places him 
one step ahead of those who 
have to learn that elemental 
lesson 


Other aids also come out of

How would black 
diplomats, accustomed to ra- 
cial freedom in their own 
countries, be accommodated in 
South Africa? Would they be 
expected to live in nonwhite 
areas and to use transporta- 
tion, restaurants, and other 
segregated services reserved 
for nonwbites? 


Vorster hasn't said. 
He was disappointed that a 


major project to make friends 
and influence Americans mis- 
fired when the U.S aircraft 
carrier Franklin D. Roosevelt 
called at Cape Town, but out- 
wardly at least he bandied 
things calmly.

He declines 
to participate in sanctions 
aimed at toppling Ian Smith's 
Rhodesian regime and sup- 
ports continuance of what 
Verwoerd called '•normal"' 
trade with the northern neigh- 
bor.

He refuses to accept the 


U.X. decision that South Afri- 
ca's mandate over South-West 
Africa must end with the 
territory's independence. South 
Africa has administered the 
territory as part of this coun- 
try.

West African problems are 
known to concern Vorster. Ob- 
servers say he fears external 
pressures might create inter- 
nal tensions which could upset 
his plans for "white unity 
through tranquility."

Tne office of the firm's two 


designers was full of sketches 
and pieces of fabric. Working 
from t h o s e first Ifr-yard 
swatches, Mr. Stewart" ex- 
plained, designers submit 
sketches, and the firm evolves 
a master plan for next sea- 
son's line — so many pieces 
at such a price in such a 
fabric. As wel talked, Oscar 
Lalla, vice president in charge 
of merchandising, brought in 
several items to be offered hi 
the fall transitional line, tak- 
ing obvious pride in the quali- 
ty of detail and workmanship. 


First One 


Once a design has been 


decided upon, the pattern 
maker goes to work, and the 
original is cut from the 10- 
yard samp'er. working on a 
form in size 10 for the first 
pattern. Again, style and fab- 
ric are subject to approval, 
and. when finally made part 
of the line, the fabric is 
ordered in needed amount. 


Every bolt of fabric Is 


inspected on arrival for flaws, 
wi'h the material rolled from 
one core to another. Every 
flaw is tagged with a string, 
with the number of strings 
per bolt determining whether 
the bolt is accepted or not 
Mr. Stewart says that 25 per 
cent of the fabric is defective 
enough to be returned and it 
takes three to four weeks to 
get 
replacement 
yardage. 


Such delays, he says, can Mil 
a manufacturer on delivery. 


About 35 per cent of the 


Justin McCarty fabric is do- 
mestic, with the rest from 
Europe. An average fabric 
stock on hand amounts to 
about S600.000 and includes 
almost every conceivable col- 
or and weight, including lin- 
ings. 


Cut Caremly 


AS a garment moves from 


one phase of construction to 
the nest, the original, finished 
sample is always hanging at 
hand, for workers to use as 
reference 


For cuttmg. fabric is laid on 


long tables, one piece over 
another, often stacked solidly 
four inches high. Patterns 
carefully placed on the fabric 
allow as little waste as possi- 


ble. Using materials costing 
sometimes over 15 a yard 
makes it important that costs 
be kept in line by irong the 
fabric is its entirety. Once the 
patters is in place, a cutter, 
using as electric cutter with a 
razor sharp moving blade, 
follows the outline of the 
pieces, each of which bears 
the pattern and piece number. 
Special Machines 


In the cutting room of 


Justin McCarty 10 tables are 
used for cutting and spread- 
ing. Each is about 50 feet long 
and about half are in use at a 
time, allowing a new opera- 
tion to begin as ar-other is 
finished. Two out-of-town 
plants are also involved in the 
cutting and basic sewing op- 
eration, although all finishing 
is done hi the Dallas factory, 
where there are special ma- 
chines and women highly 
skilled in particular sewing 
tasks. 


As bundled pattern pieces 


move from the second" floor 
cutting room to the down- 
stairs sewing room, each 
worker begins her specific 
task. Every bundle is tied 
with a ticket indicating each 
operation the piece must un- 
dergo. As one operation is 
finished, the girl removes the 
ticket and passes the dress — 
or part of a dress — on to its 
nert phase. The work really 
flows 
forward 
here, with 


every garment inspected on a 
form before the lining goes m. 
If there are flaws, ~Mr. Ste- 
wart e x p l a i n e d , thev are 
easier to catch at this stage, 
and less costly to repair than 
after a garment is lined. 


First Press 


After the first inspection, a 


garment is given an under- 
pressing, then sent to special 
machines for linings, button- 
holes and meticulous hand 
work. Garments are then 
given a final press and an- 
other careful inspection. Re- 
jects are better caught in the 
plant than after shipping to a 
store. Mr. Stewart explains. 


In a pin-up area garments 


are tagged and given such 
accessories as 
be'ts and 


scarves. When a garment is 
composed of a number of 
pieces, they Kill often hang 
for some nine before all parts 
are finished and assembled. 


A garment on its way to a 


store makes another pause at 
the stock racks, and then 
owners throughout the coun- 


ffioves os to shipping racks 
There the customer is billed 
and the order seat out 


Very Proficient 


The process from sketch to 


finished garment looks and is 
efficient Yet there are human 
touches 
too 
Mr. Stewart 


knows all employes by name, 
though he's been in Dallas 
only a year. He stops to ask 
about an employe's son, who's 
been hospitalized with pneu- 
monia. The women who sew 
are relaxed, even though they 
are paid for piece work. Many 
make S4 an hour, he explains, 
because they have become so 
skilled at their 
particular 


jobs.

the-scenes discussion, debate 
and decision making, for a 
firm with the reputation of 
JusKn McCarty is careful not 
to make mistakes.

There are about 70 styles in

"What (or who) is a mole? 
The unabridged third edition of Webster's New 


International Dictionary has a variety of definitions. 
Here are a few examples: 


—A congenital spot, a mark; 
—An identifying mark, or blemish; 
—-A blind man, or one who works in a dark place; 
—Any of numerous burrowing animals . . . hav- 


ing minute eyes, often covered with skin, small con- 
cealed ears, very soft and tndescent, and strong fos- 
sonal feet. 


What (or who) is a mole? 
There is a different definition at Appleton's Law- 


rence University where an insurgent student publi- 
cation bears the title of '"the Mole." 


"The Mole" tries to work up controversy," its 


editors say, "which leads to conclusions about the 
war, campus injustice and campus inequities. The 
main intent is to involve people in issues." 


The publication might be described as an edi- 


torial voice of Lawrence University's chapter of Stu- 
dents for a Democratic Society (SDS), since SDS 
members elect the Mole's five - member editorial 
board. 


Editorial board members are Mark Orton, a sopho- 


more from Comhasset, Mass.; Thomas Radloff, a 
sophomore from Fox Point, Wls.; David Eckhardt, a 


freshman from Muscatine, Iowa; Bruce Iglauer, a 
sophomore from Wyoming, Ohio, and AHerton Steel, 
a member of the sophomore class from Signal Moun- 
tain, Tenn.

In the first issue, under a heading entitled "What 


Are We?"', the Mole said: 


"The Mole is an independent and autonomous 


campus newspaper under the sponsorship of the Law- 
rence University SDS. Splenetic contributions (which 
can be published anonymously with consent of the 
editorial board), bomb threats, letters and money 
can be submitted to the SDS office in the Union base- 
ment or to any member of the editorial board. We 
wish to encourage articles which the other campus- 
'newspaper5 (the Lawrentian) hesitates to publish 
and no article, no matter how subversive, will be 
refused consideration." 


Joining the writer in a discussion about the Mole 


and the SDS were Bud Walsh, West Allis. president 
of SDS, and David Chambers. New York City, newly- 
elected president of the Lawrence Student Senate 
and vice-chairman and "spokesman" for the SDS. 


Although most discussion about the Mole has 


centered about its use of four-letter words and at- 
tacks on the university's administration, its editors' 
beliefs cover a wider range. 


There are several areas in which the Mole might 


aim its protests, in Orton's view; among them are

People who are 
making war are dependent on graduates of this 
school." 


Walsh said he has been subject to "indirect ad- 


ministration pressure" to leave Lawrence. 


Asked what there is about Lawrence that makes 


him "unhappy," Walsh answered, "Much of what is 
taught in the classroom is irrelevant to what we 
find In real America. More teaching should be aimed 
at what the world is really like. More courses are 
needed on such subjects as war and poverty." 


Chambers, whose father Is the head of the po- 


litical science department at Washington University 
in St. Louis, added, "These courses should look at 
the subject with realistic involvement, instead of 
mere "intellectual aloofness."' 


Orton charged that- "the apathy of our student 


body is matched only by the apathy of our faculty." 


The young men were asked what the SDS hopes 


to accomplish at Lawrence. 


"The SDS." Chambers explained, "acts as a con- 


science group on the Lawrence campus with reali- 
zations and conclusions on controversial issues 


"It functions," he continued, "to call attention to 


injustices in American society, and to help educate 
members of that society as a step toward forn mg a 
truly democratic ideal. 


"Specifically, in addition to working up contro- 


versy which leads to conclusions about such trings 
as war, poverty and injustice, we're concerned atout 
such things as nonviolence, guaranteed minimum in- 
comes. Black Power, poverty pockets m the Apple- 
ton area, migrant workers and Koehnke's Weeds."

Plays Booming 


Bass for Fox 


Valley Symphony

NEENAH — The big booming bass which will 


sound off in the Fox Valley Symphony's Concert 
tonight, at the Lawrence University Memorial ChapeL 
will be that of Lloyd DeWald. busy and talented teen- 
age musician. 


He is the first high school student to join the 


symphony, and may be the pioneer for other capable 
high school musicians who are seniors and playing 
in their final semesters. 


The face of this clean-cut, ambitious 18-year-old 


is familiar to those who have been attending sym- 
phony and string orchestra concerts in Neenah for 
the past nine years. For six of these years, beginning 
with grade four, he played violin — all sizes, half, 
three-quarters and regular. 


Why did he change three years ago? Llojd's an- 


swer is soft, direct and meaningful: ''I felt silly with 
that violin. There wasn't much demand for mediocre 
violinists. Our conductor, Mr. Gruetzman, needed 
more basses."' 


Here he hesitated a moment, flashed a winning 


smile and gave the real reason. "The bass is a big 
instrument and it speaks with a big voice. I feel it 
fits me better." 


There is no mistaking the fact that he and his 


three-quarter size bass are meant for each other. And 
they are together during six-day-a-week practice ses- 
sions, varying from one hour to six hours, including 
his regular berth with the Neenah High School Sym- 
phony; playing with the Oshkosh Symphony; playing 
with an eight-musician string ensemble, and during 
the very special opportunities. 


Since last September Lloyd has been playing bass 


each Saturday with the Wisconsin Youth Symphony, 
conducted by Marvin Rabin and made up of the 
state's outstanding, hard-working high school boy and 
girl musicians. Lloyd stepped into a new role with 
this organization a few weeks ago when he was 
named principal of the bass section. 


For the past two summers he has played with the 


Coullee Region Symphony, La Crosse, and last sum- 
mer he played with the Symphony of the Hills at 
Spring Green near Madison. 


What is his ambition as a bass player? 


"Oh, I'd like to play like Gary Karr, bass musician 


with the New York Philharmonic, who can outclass 
any musician on that instrument.

Was it an age of gold — or of tinsel? 
The year was 1936. The nation was still deep in 


economic depression. Hitler was arming for his take- 
over of Europe. FDR was preparing to seek the

second of his four terms. The nation was smaller 
poorer, desperate for a touch of illusion, an evening 
of escape. 


And every week some 90 million Americans ''went 


to the movies." 


Precisely what kind of morie did they see during 


the era historians have called "Hollywood's Golden 
Age?" 


The answer lies buried in the film vaults of the 


major studios ... in the plot synopsis listings for 
TV's "late Show" ... in old magazine and newspaper 
reviews ... but most of all. in the dusty files of the 
trade journals of the period. 


Memories of the cinema's most glamorous era 


were revived for this writer not long ago when he 
was privileged to read an entire years issues of 
Showman's Trade Review. 


This trade-oriented magazine, filled with photos, 


critiques, capsolized plots and advertisements for the 
hundreds of films produced and released during 
1936, provides an amazingly complete record of the 
screen entertainment enjoyed by the American pub- 
lice just 30 years ago. 


The year began with an English-accented bang: 


David O- Selznicfc's personal production of "Little 
Lord Fauntleroy," starring Dolores Costello Barry- 
more and one of the major child stars of the 1930s. 
Freddie Bartholomew. 


"Wonderful story filmed with charm, appeal and 


In fine taste: should draw big." was the way Show- 
man's Trade Review summed it up in the Feb. 29, 
1936. issue, whose cover was adorned by a limpidly-lit 
portrait of Bartholomew (as the Brooklyn lad who 
goes to England to claim the title of Lord Fauntle- 
roy) and Miss Costello (as his widowed mother.) 


Supporting roles were played by such notables as 


Mickey Rooney rwho had just graduated from the 
title role in the Mickey McGuire comedies). C. Aubrey 
Smith. Guy Kibbee. Constance Collier and Jackie 
Searl. The picture v.as directed fay John Cromwell, 
now a permanent member of the repertory company 
of the Minneapolis Theatre Company. 


'•There are some good comedy moments, strong 


drama, no romance but a beautiful affection between 
mother and son and a splendid moral: in fact," the 
Trade Review continued, '-patrons should be advised 
to bring their children to see this wonderful lesson in 
child behavior. Little children will idolize the story 
and think it the most beautiful picture they have 
ever seen." 


Another February, 1936. release aimed at the 


family trade was ''The Country Doctor." co-starring 
Jean Hersholt (later radio's Doctor Christian) and 
the most famous five toddlers of the 20th century, 
the Dionne Quintuplets. 


"This is cracker-jack knockout stuff that can't 


miss anywhere!" the trade magazine's reviewer en- 
thused after a screening of the Quints' first full-length 
feature. 


'The comedy, especially the accouchement scene, 


is hilariously funnj. for which no little credit is due 
(John) Qualen as the sap father . . . Hersholt is 
going to make himself millions of additional friends 
as a result of his work in this picture." 


Child actors were also prominently on view in 


Samuel Goldwyn's "These Three." a watered - down 
screen version of Lillian Hellman's daring (for the 
"30s) drama.

Ultra-Fast Leitz Noctilux Has 


Come Into Bloom, 
Speed for All Color Situations

Among the first flowers to blossom in gardens 


are the squills or scMas and- their relatives. In this 
branch of the lily family we have no wild relatives 
growing in this area but there is a wild squill, called 
wild hyacinth, growing on moist banks in eastern 
parts of the country- 


We have many other wild lilies growing in this 


area. In May we can look for such varieties as tril- 
liums, bellworts. the clintonia. and at least a dozen 
kinds of wild lilies of the valley, which are a branch 
of the lily family. They are known by such names 
as Canada mayflower. Solomon's seal, false Solo- 
mon's seal, spikenard, twisted stalk and several more. 
The bellworts and the fawn lily, once called "dog- 
tooth violet." are yellow: the others are white. 


In July we can look for the brilliant orange-red 


wood lily, one of our largest and showiest of wild 
flowers, and several species of Turk's cap Iflies. The 
wood lily grows in dry ground, and the Turk's cap. 
in richer, moister soiL Water lilies are not true lilies. 


Lilies may be '-firsts" in gardens, but in the wild, 


the first blossoms are arbutus and hepatcas, often 
called "mayflowers" in this area. In the east, the 
arbutus is known as '•mayflower." Arbutus, a favorite 
of- those who know it, is a member of the heath 
family, and is related to blueberry, cranberry, wiu- 
tergreen and the parasitic Indian pipe. The hepatica 
is a crowfoot In this family there are some wild 
and some garden varieties which have the divided 
leaf for which it was named. Both arbutus and hepa- 
tica are in bloom during late April in an average 
season. - 


The crowfoot is another family with a large num- 


ber of species, some of which may surprise you. 


Did you know that Columbine, larkspur and peony 


are members of this family? Among the wild species 
of crowfoot "are anemones, buttercups, marsh mari- 
gold and banebeny. 


It is easy to see the similarity between the wild 


toadflax, or "butter and eggs" and the snapdragon. 
Both are members of the figwort family. Among gar- 
den figworts are salpiglossis. foxglove, and calceo- 
laria, often grown as a potted plant. Wild figworts 
include mullein, gerardia and various speedwells. 


Composites are plants whose flower heads are 


composed of mam tim florets forming a large clus- 
ter. Asters, daisies, dandelions, goldenrods and chic- 
ory are composites Many of our worst weeds as well 
as our showiest garden blooms belong in this family. 
Dahlias, zicnias. chrysanthmums and marigolds are 
composites, and sa are ragweed, thistle, fleabanes 
and various sticktights. 


As flov.ers come info bloom, both in the garden 


and in wild places, try guessing the relationships. 
Would you guess that the tulip is a lily? It is, and 
so are onions, leeks, garlics and e\en the asparagus. 


When I attended Photokina. world's largest photo 


fair in Cologne. Germany, this past October, it was 
impossible to see or report on all items of major news 
interest that were introduced. 


One of the things I missed then but have caught 


up with now is an important break-through in lens 
production: the high-speed aspheric Leitz Noctilux 
50mm f/1.2 lens. This 6-element Gauss-type lens 
which focuses down to 40 inches is bayonet-mounted 
for the Leica 512 and M3 bodies. 


It is a special purpose lens for photographers 


wishing to shoot color pictures by available light even 
when the light shines into the lens. Company tech- 
nicians claim the Noctilux offers corner-to-corner cor- 
rection, sharpness and contrast never available before 
in a lens of this ultra-speed. 


My testing is practical, not technical. It involves 


no lab with an optical bench or electronic machinery. 
It consists of a performance test after borrowing the 
Noctilux on an M3 body. 


Indoors. "I chose a stage presentation typical of 


many amateur dramatic group performances in small 
theaters or hotel meeting rooms around the country. 
Some lights on the stage faced the camera. With 
Ansco-cfarome Tungsten-100 color film, a meter read- 
ing showed an exposure of l/30th second at f/1.4 
was needed. 


Outdoors, at night, a gala Manhattan movie 


premiere provided the opportunity for a test. It was 
cold and raining when Jane Fonda and her husband, 
Roger Vadim. arrived for the opening of •'The Game 
Is Over" in which she tarred and he directed. Other 
photographers were shooting with flash while I took 
color pictures under the lobby lights at the slowest 
hand-held speed advisable — l/30th second — at full 
opening, f/1.2 with the same T-100 film. 
- The exposure here was a guess since the Leica 
M3 does not have a built-in meter and the occasion 
was too hectic for separate meter reading. Processing 
was normal and the results seemed to bear out the 
claims: there was no halo rimming the lights and the 
colors seemed more distinct in the shadows. If any- 
thing, the night outdoor shots were a tiny bit over- 
exposed. 


Having done well in these tests, the lens became 


more interesting as a technical achievement As an 
aspheric (nonspheric) lens, the design is keyed to 
correct abberrations, eliminate internal flare and 
increase contrast thereby giving better shadow detail 


^and purer, more saturated color rendition at wide- 


open ultraspeed settings. But it was hitherto impos- 
sible to produce high-speed aspheric lenses on a 
production line or quantity basis. 


The problem facing a- Leitz research team of lens 


designers, glass specialists and production engineers 
would, if solved, set a precedent. They solved it. So 
the Noctilux f/1.2 is important as a pioneer, the first 
aspheric high-speed lens to be made on a produc- 
tion line. Perhaps the difficulties invohed are re- 
flected in its price. S678! Even at that, it won't be- 
come readily available until this summer. And don't 
forget that it requires a small accessory like the 
Leica 512 or 513 bodv to make it work. 


Simplicity in a photo is a virtue, sazsething to bs 


aimed for. 


To achieve simplicity, a noted artist once told his 


students. "Perfection is gained not when there is 
nothing to add, but when there is nothing more to 
take away." 


This probably applies more to photography than

to artwork. Artists automatically eliminate distracting 
details when they draw or paint a scene. However, 
if a camera were to photograph the same scene seen 
by an artist, even-thing in view would be recorded 
including unsightly details such as telephone poles, 
garbage cans or litter. 


To attain perfection, therefore, photographers 


must be even more selective in their choice of camera 
angle, type of lighting and critical area of focus. 


It boils down to each photographer studying possi- 


ble picture and thinking. "What can I eliminate here?" 


He can certainly do without the branches sprouting 


from his subject's head so he'd shift the camera 
angle higher, lower or to one side to a\oid a merger 
with the background. 


_ 
Or he could come in closer to concentrate on one 


facet of the scene making it easier to see because it 
is simpler. 


When a scene has more than one point of interest, 


he might make each point the center of interest of an 
individual picture. With extraneous elements removed, 
each picture gains added strength through simplifi- 
cation. 


Camera angle is a major factor in achieving sim- 


plicity. In outdoor shooting, aiming the camera up 
often gives you the simplest, most natural background 
of nature ... the sky. At other times, when the oc- 
casion calls for it. aiming the camera downwards 
from a high vantage point results in simple back- 
grounds of grass, water, sand or snow. 


Another way to simplify pictures is through light- 


ing. By using sidelighting and backlighting, the tonal 
elements of a photo are reduced and the result is 
often more dramatic. For extreme simplification 
through lighting there are sunrise and sunset pictures. 
Here practically all details are eliminated and only 
silhouette outlines remain. 


Selective camera focus is still another method of 


simplifying pictures. In this techniques person or 
object in the near foreground is pictured in sharp 
detail while a distracting background is rendered as 
a hazy, indistinguishable blur. It is achieved by shoot- 
ing at a very fast speed with the lens wide open, at 
full aperture, and with the camera focused sharply 
on the foreground only.

AN Paulick has written an interesting book of 
poems and epigrams entitled "Beyond The 
Reaches of Man."

Paulick is the director of the news bureau at _ 


Wisconsin State University-Oshkosh. Prior to this he 
held the position of communications manager at the 
Bergstrom ^aper Co. at Neenah. He also worked as 
a reporter-photographer on the Oshkosh Daily North- 
western and The Post-Crescent. 


These varied occupations have given the author 


a broad outlook on life, and his themes reflect his 
deep involvement. Paulick's style consists of terse, 
lean lines that say a great deal in their brevity.

To America With Love—a Run-and-Read Report Card 


The American Way of Life. By Ashley Montagu. 


Putnam. S5.95. 


There are 65 short essays in this sprightly book, 


many of them running only two or three pages. It 
was written by an Englishman who came to this coun- 
try 40 years ago and has developed an affectionate 
exasperation over its foibles, as well as an admira- 
tion for its better qualities. 


As the author explains in a preface, the title does 


not mean he has written an organized, scholarly 
treatise. (No doubt he could; he is a famous anthro- 
pologist) In this book he is a latter day Montaigne 
who has adapted his style to the 20th Century's 
clipped, abbreviated, run-and-read pattern. 


There is nothing hesitant about his judgments. 


He leads off with a piece called "The New Yahoos," 
in which he registers a political liberal's shock at 
the strength of the far right. And in one of several 
items on racism (he is an anthropologist, remember) 
ha asserts bluntly America has no Negro problem, 
but *'a Southern white problem." 


Some of his targets are familiar ones, such as the 


invasion of privacy, the wasteland of television, Hol- 
lywood, the destruction of natural resources, and Los 
Angeles, which he calls an '•anti-city." 


As an Englishman he rebels, inevitably, at central 


beating, and deplores the crudity of American tour- 
ist* abroad, as well as our slovenly diction. But he 
Isn't bitter. Nor condescending, as many of his com- 
patriots have been over the years. And there are 
many things he likes, including New Englanders. 


Ms ideas about education, medicine, architecture, 


American fathers and mothers and such topics art 


full of challenging opinions. He also has some de- 
lightfully uncompromising things to say about child- 
raising, premature adolescence and the teen-age 
menace. 


Montagu is one of those very rare birds who pos- 


sess both erudition and wit—-and as Americans say, 
he communicates beautifully.

In Miss Chase's series of travel books, this one 


may be of more than ordinary interest because most 
of it is concerned with the Red countries of Eastern 
Europe. 


Now that tourists are permitted, or tolerated, on 


the Balkan side of the Continent, there may be some 
hardy souls who would like to follow the author's 
trail—and perhaps go more deeply than she did into 
the basic life of these countries. 


The author has written a journal. Beginning In 


West Germany, it includes a side trip to Vienna and 
concludes in Greece. The Red nations which she and 
her physician husband visited were Czechoslovakia 
(Prague), Hungary (Budapest), Romania (Bucharest), 
Bulgaria (Sofia and Varna) and Yugoslavia (Belgrade, 
Zagreb, Sarajevo and Dubrovnik). 


Miss Chase has strayed little from the tourist 


formula. She has been concerned mostly, In chirrupy 
style, filled with chatter and feminine prejudices and 
intuitions, with trains, planes, hotels, plumbing, r*§- 
Uuranti, menus and wines, museums, operas, shopi 
and scenery.

tudents of French political history will find 
"Henri Rochefort" a well documented study of 
that country's political struggles during the 
Third Republic. The book is, in fact, less about 


this 19th century •'prince of the gutter press"' than 
about the bantering and brawling of French politicians 
during that period. 


Rochefort did not play an important role in poli- 


tics, however much he would have liked to. But l>e- 
cause "he had something to say about every regime, 
every scandal, and most leading politicians through 
those turbulent years — rarely anything flattering"— 
a study of his Me and writings, according to the 
author, lays open the course of this period of French 
political history. 


Although Rochefort was, in his own eyes, patriotic 


and fairminded, he was nevertheless an egotist and a 
bigot. As a polemicist he could be vicious — and was. 
He hurled libelous epithets at almost every major 
politician holding office and succeeded in winning the 
disgust of his colleagues and the delight of disin- 
terested subscribers. 


Those attacks that were not unsubstantiated were, 


more often than not, in poor taste, and the number of 
suits and duels in which he became involved would 


A Look at 'The Anti-Americans'... 


And Gangbusters in South Vietnam 


Along the Anti-America its. By Thomas B. Morgan.

Americans like to be liked. In this respect, as 


has been noted often, they differ from the British, 
who never thought that world power should be ac- 
companied by world adoration. 


Unfortunately, while power may be respected, it 


seldom engenders love. Morgan's hegira among some 
of the unconverted confirms this obvious fact, and 
the book's title is more intriguing than the text. 


Author Morgan took a trip to six countries—Bra- 


zil. Japan. Kenya. Indonesia. Egypt and France—and 
talked to people who. for various reasons, disliked 
the United States. Xo doubt they are representative 
of many more. Their views may be informed by Chris- 
tian benevolence, as in a case of a Brazilian bishop, 
or by paranoia, as in the case of some Africans, and 
there's a wide range between. 


But was Morgan's trip really necessary? He seems 


to have gone to much trouble for slender results. The 
writing is breezy, there are some colorful vignettes 
—but nothing very coherent emerges. The discussions 
and conversations are mostly variations on a truism. 


While the United States retains her world role, 


she certainly •Kill not please all the people abroad all 
of the time, or even some of the time. What she does, 
rather than what America says, is what counts. The 
opinions of her detractors will not be changed by 
public relations gimmickry or even reasoned argu- 
ment. Maybe these minor insights are a plug for the 
book. 


Otherwise, about the only conclusion one can draw 


from its anti-Americans is that if there is an "arr«- 
gance 'of power" (Sen. Fulbright's phrase), it's often 
Hiateaed by the arrogance of impotence.

In comes Brooks Baldwin, an American senator 


of the hawk school, and an amateur spy, who has 
been assigned by the American President to see whst 
he can do about the situation. Baldwin's principal 
problems are a phoney religious leader and a gang- 
ster general, who have the upper hand. 


While the senator is dashing about, he finds time

Due partly to the conservative censorship policies 


of unstable regimes, Rochefort's journalistic career 
may be seen as a concatenation of bounces, a series 
of pings and pongs, from one publication to another. 
Editors generally disliked him as a personality, but 
many put up with his barnyard histrionics because of 
the fact that he held a large readership. 


Toward the turn of the century Rochefort's true 


. character had been jrecognized by all but the most 
naive. While parroting the ideals of the left, he had 
supported Boulanger. a reactionary with Napoleonic 
aspirations. Such equivocation, which became more 
and more obvious in later years, could only mean 
that those political views he expressed could net be 
-accepted at face value — if at all. 


All in all, this book makes interesting, if at times 


unpleasant reading, but this reviewer would suggest 
that the author did not look very hard for a more 
suitable means of presenting French political history. 
Williams has managed to touch the periphery — the 
bickering over trite matters in politics — but his book 
falls short of the goal he sought.

To Do Their Best, Polyscias 


Need Heat, Humidity and Sun 
HeedThesecaveaw 


Move to the Country 
If You Must-but 


BY KATHERINE D. WALKER 


Within the Aralia Family are well-known foliage 


plants for the indoor garden. You may be familiar 
with fatshedera and schefflera, possibly with the 
"elegant" aralia with brownish leaves and stems, and 
certainly you know many of the ivies. A plant you 
should know, if you don't already, is Polyscias bal- 
fouriana maginata. As would be expected, from its 
name, the leaves of this shrub are margined, the 
margins in this instance being irregular, of clea/ 
white on a grayish-green background. In the juve- 
nile stages of growth, the coarsely-toothed leaves 
are rounded and entire; as the plant matures, the 
leaves divide into three -rounded leaflets of good 
size. 


To do its very best, this polyscias needs a warm, 


^ humid place, rich, moist soil, and ample sunlight. 


However, it will do very well with the average heat 
and humidity found in the indoor garden, and grows 
nicely with only strong light instead of full sun. Do 
keep the plant where air circulation is brisk, how- 
ever, and mist the foliage with plain water as often 
as convenient; both these measures will help prevent 
infestation by red spider mites. 


Tip cuttings of polyscias root readily in any 


damp medium, but to insure quickest rooting, the 


~" cuttings should be covered with clear plastic until 


they begin to take hold. After being potted, they 
may again need the protective cover for a week or 
so to prevent excessive wilting. If, by -cutting off the 
leafy top, you are left with.only a bare stem, cover 
this loosely with clear wrap, removing it once or 
twice a day to spray the stem with tepid water. Very 
shortly, the previously dormant nodes will put forth 
new growth; when these branches-to-be are one-half 
inch long, rub off all but the strongest. Try to leave 
sprouts that are spaced equidistant from each other 
along the trunk so that the resulting growth will be 
symmetrical. 


The sharp color contrast in the foliage of this 


polyscias makes it a striking plant, a most desirable 
' one for a large pot when it begins to mature. How- 
ever, the plant can also be dwarfed nicely, and re- 
cently much interest has been shown in it as bonsai 
material, so you may find it at a nearby shop. If not, 
it may be ordered by mail from the first grower on 
our Source Sheet, who, by the way, follows the old 
nomenclature and lists it as an aralia. 


Questions and Answers 


Q. Not long ago you wrote of an Elkhorn Euphor- 


bia. I had never known the complete name but I 
had one a few years ago that was mounted on a 
board. Could you tell me where I might get another 
to replace it? 


A. The elkhorn 5'ou had on a "board" (usually a 


slab of bark or fern fibre) was not a euphorbia, that 
much I can guarantee. It was probably a platycerium, 
a type of epiphytic fern. These are available from 
two sources on our Source Sheet. 
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Q. Does the kind of water make any 
difference 


to house plants? I mean whether it's hard or soft, or 
something? 


A. Yes. In the different parts of the country will 


be found "hard" water or "soft" water; the former 
usually has a high mineral content that may or may

not be beneficial to your plants. Artifically softened 
water is usually harmful to them. Chlorine, in the 
amounts normally found in municipal water sys- 
tems, seldom if ever causes any problems. If your 
water produces a change in the soil to either an acid 
or an alkaline condition, this can be corrected as 
necessary by applying chemicals to exert the oppo- 
site effect. 


Q. I have tried Elephant's Ears with no success. 


Before the leaf opens fully, the stalk breaks over at 
the pot edge and soon dies. I have the bulbs in very 
large pots, I keep them very wet as directed, and I 
have provided heavy shade, as the package stated 
they require this. I have also fed them every week 
with (name deleted) plant food. 


A. First, I will assume that your bulbs are ready 


to grow and not trying to take a rest. Second, ease 
up a little on the watering, keeping the soil only 
just moist; provide full, strong light with perhaps 
some early-morning sun; give up feeding entirely 
until they begin making normal growth. 


Q. In moving, a large leaf was knocked off our 


rubber plant. We rooted it in vermiculite, then trans- 
ferred it to a pot of goad soil. That was a year ago, 
and while the leaf is still green and healthy and 
shiny, nothing seems to be going on. How long does 
it take for top growth to appear? 


A. Some plants, and a mbber plant is one of them, 


simply cannot be started from a leaf, even though the 
leaf will root.

Q. When I receive a gift of potted chrysanthe- 


mums, I can never coax the plants to survive. Any 
help? 


A. Chrysanthemums are not satisfactory as full- 


time house plants. When the weather permits, plant 
them out in the perennial garden, then follow the 
recommended routine of feeding, pinching, etc.

The Wisconsin agricultural extension service has 


produced an admirable bulletin of advice and warn- 
ing to those restless denizens of the urban environ- 
ment who sometimes dream about moving to a 
peaceful country valley. 


The list of admonitions and caveats objectively 


outlined in the publication attracted our attention 
especially, I suppose, because we once took the 
plunge and moved out of a crowded city precinct to 
build a home in what we supposed was a rural dis- 
trict, but which within a decade had been absorbed 
in the dynamic post-war enlargement of the city's 
boundaries. Now we are wondering again, as our 
children have grown and departed to establish their 
own households, and we muse doubtfully about the 
economics of housekeeping in a home that has too 
much space for us. 


Somebody has said that every householder should 


build at least'two homes during his life-time, so that 
he can avoid the mistakes that are unavoidable in the 
first. 


On my own experience, I must agree. We erred 


in the location of our independent waste disposal 
system. I made a serious mistake in drilling a well. 
I overlooked entirely the necessity for examining the 
landscape to plan construction levels in anticipation 
of ultimate annexation to the municipal sewage sys- 
tem. Most of these errors, egregious as they appear 
to the sophisticated, were the result of enthusiastic 
haste and an unwillingness to seek expert advice. 
I was young and I was green. 


If we make another move into the country, it will 


be at a sufficient distance to assure us that the boom- 
ing city won't overtake us again. We will examine 
the quality of the rural government, its road system, 
its zoning rules. We will check ground water levels, 
the soil absorption capacity, long-range plans for 
highways and other public improvements, if any, and 
the quality of telephone and other utility services. 
In short, we will be careful.

Anastasia's Fate

Early this month there was a news item, date- 


lined Hamburg, German}', which should have eoa- 
cerned the whole world. Yet in at least oae metro- 
politan newspaper it was barely given space — about 
four inches on an obscure inside page. There was 
more urgent need for ink and words about murder, 
and Congressional censure of an elected servant of 
the people, and the latest nuances about taxes, space 
exploration and casualties in a war that is not a war. 


There was little time for concern about one 


individual seeking acceptance as to her parentage. 
Ailing Anna Anderson, 66-year-old recluse who 
had maintained for 46 years that she is Anastasia. 
youngest daughter of the last Czar of Russia, had 
been thwarted again in the German courts. The 
reason: about $28 million belonging to" the Romanoff 
family, to which she would be heir if officially 
acknowledged as Anastasia. only surviving member 
of her father's family, who the world was made to 


believe was entirely killed by Bolsheviks on Julv 17, 
1918. 


Wha could care that a woman of 20 whose photo- 


graph had been taken with her father, mother, sisters 
and brother a scant few years before their death 
(about 1916) — along with other evidence — may 
have spent the next 4¥> decades trying to convince 
officials- that she was indeed the only survivor of 
Czar Nicholas's famly of'^even? That half-obscured 
news story would indicate it isn't very important to 
prove who you are. Particularly if you're suspect of 
being only interested in a material, fortune. 


Recently', a woman of similar age was one of 


those ad-lib participants o"n the Art Linkletter radio 
show. She told a story of oeing spared a firing squad 
demise in World War I Poland — by the narrow 
margin pf a village councilman vouching for her 
innocence to being a spy. Her story < which no doubt 
had been told many others and never challenged) 
was accepted at face value — since there was no $28 
million at stake. Or even SI million. 


So where does this bring us as postage stamps go7 


Our stamp illustrations demonstrate the well-estab- 
lished fact that Czar Nicholas II of Russia and King 
George V of England bore an exceptional resemblance 
to each other. Why not? They were cousins — with 
a bit of that same red stuff flowing through their 
veins. 


As to their children, the granddaughter of the 


one is carrenth the monarch of Great Britain and 
colonies. The other monarch may have indeed been 
obliterated from heirdom.~ The woman who for 46 
years has steadfastly asserted she is the only survivor 
of that 1918 massacre, possibly the youngest daughter 
of a good ruler who was born at the wrong time in 
history, remains just another German citizen. Yet, 
had history been different, she might have been the 
featured subject of a great number of postage stamps 
— which are, after all, history in capsulized form. - 


No Substitute for Experience 
When Playing Sacrifice Bids 


BY ALFRED SHEINWOLD 


The world is full of bridge books Some of them 


are worth reading. Some of them are even entertain- 
ing — at least more entertaining than a visit to the 
dentist. Still, no bridge book will tell you some of 
the thitfgs yon want to Tsnow when you are playing 
bridge. 


For example, think of sacrifice, bids. In a strong 


game you're expected to make worthwhile sacrifice 
bids. It's 'sound tactics to overbid on purpose if the 
penalty costs you less than what the opponents would 
score if you let them play the hand. For example, 
you would bid four spades over an opponent's bid of 
four hearts if you were sure he would make his con- 
tract and if you were equally sure that you would go 
down only one or two tricks, 


You wouldn't do this in a weak game. The other 


players might consider you a bridge hog — the kind 
of person who insists on playing all the hands. In a 
weak game, a player who has a good hand likes to 
play it as declarer; anybody who takes the hand 
away is a menace to Society. Menaces don't get in- 
vited to the nice bridge parties. 


Even in a strong bridge game you don't make 


borderline sacrifice bids when a fifth player is wait- 
ing for the rubber to end so that he can get back into 
action. Nothing is worse than a long drawn-out rub- 
ber when you're outside looking in (and it may not 
. be so pleasant when you're on_the inside looking out). 


In an expert game a sacrifice-bid is often made 


before the opponents get to their-best contract The 
idea is to create some confusion and rob the oppo-

nenis of bidding room. It is a pretty maneuver except 
when you get greedy. 


Today's hand is taken from the finals of the 


Knockout Team Championship held each year at the 
Riviera Hotel in Las Vegas. West created confusion 
in everybody's mind by taking an "advance sacrifice," 
but then he gave it all back by trying to collect too 
much. 


East's jump to two notrump over North's double 


was meant to show club support with about 8 or 9 
points in high cards. (If East held the ordinary \alues 
for two notrump he would have redoubled.) West 
saw that the opponents were on their way to game 
in hearts and that he would have to sacrifice at five 
clubs. To make the- bidding difficult for the oppo- 
nents. West jumped to five clubs before they could 
bid their game in hearts. 


Now North didn't know what to do. He couldn't 


tell that West would be down three at five clubs, and 
he also couldn't t» sure that hearts was a better 
trump suit- than diamonds- .It's easy to see the right 
course, of action when jjou're looking at, .all. the, 


hands, but in actual play Howard Schenken bid five 
diamonds with the North hand. 


What's more, Peter Leventritt passed five dia- 


monds with the South hand. He didn't feel sure that 
his partner had heart support. Perhaps North had a 
•good hand with a solid diamond suit* If you consider 
this pretty foolish, you may be right; but Schenken 


- and Leventritt have won umpteen national bridge 


championships, and we should probably applaud West 
for a fine tactical bid of five clubs rather than 
snicker at Schenken and Leventritt for losing their 
way. 


West should have accepted his good fortune by 


passing five diamonds. He had already decided that 
the opponents could make a game at hearts, and here 
they were in. five diamonds! It doesn't pay to dou- 
ble the opponents at a silly contract when the hand 
belongs to their side. 


When West did double. South decided he hsd been 


wrong about the solidity of the diamonds. He tried 
five hearts — and made five hearts doubled instead 
of going down two at five diamonds. 


The play was nerve-racking, but not really diffi- 


cult. Leventritt ruffed the club opening lead in 
dummyr cashed the top diamonds to discard a club 
and ruffed a diamond. Then he ruffed his last club 
in dummy and led the queen of hearts. 


East took the ace of hearts and led a low spade 


in the hope that his partner held ace-queen-jack of 
that suit. West took the ace of spades and returned a 
low spade, whereupon Leventritt had to grit his 
teeth and play low from dummy. 


East didn't have the queen of spades, so declarer 


got to his hand with the jack of spades and drew 
trumps. The rest was, of course, very easy. 


There is a moral to-this little tale of high life and 


tournament bridge: If you push your- opponents off 
, balance, don't,give them-a-chance to get-up off the 
floor.

ROME (AP)—In the Calabrian toe of Italy the 


harvest is in for a strange fruit. You can't eat it or 
drink it. .but it is worth $5.5 million just for smell. 


; The fruit is the hybrid bergamot, the color of a 


lime, the shape of a pear and the size of an orange- 
Hie bitter-tasting ofl in its peel is a major ingredient 
for making perfume. 
. Almost the entire world's commercial produce 
of the bergamot comes from about 7,000 acres stretch- 
ed thinly, along 30 kilometers of coast facing, the 
Strait of Messina between mainland Italy and Sicfly. 
Experimental plantings are being tried in North 
Africa and the Ivory Coast. 


The bergamot ripens in winter. The rind is 


scraped and the ofl filtered out through woolen bags. 
, Annual production of the oil has reached 170,000 
to 180,000 kilograms- At §32 per kilogram, the creg 
is worth about S5.5 million. 


Almost all of it goes abroad to the big perfume- 


JBafeuig centers. 


This year it is estimated that 95 per cent of the 


production win be exported. 


Soviet Russia, where perfumes are widely used. 


has been an increasingly large buyer in recent years. 


Farmers who own the bergamot orchards say 


tfaey aren't sure how the hybrid first was started 
here, or whether it was brought from somewhere 
else.
